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REMARKS 

Claims 1-30 were present in the application prior to the amendment 
1 presented herein. Claims 16, 19, 21 , 22 and 24 have been amended herein. 
Claims 25-30 have been canceled. Claim 1-15, 17, 18. 20 and 23 remain in 
the application unchanged by this response. Accordingly, after entry of the 
amendment presented herein, claims 1-24 will be pending in the application. 
Reexamination and reconsideration are requested, 

I. Rejection of Claims 16-24 Under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second 
Paragraph 

Claims 16-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to partlculariy point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Reconsideration of 
the Examiner's rejection is requested. 

The Examiner indicates that "a second sheet of plastic material" (claim 
1 6, line 1 1) is unclear since a first sheet of plastic material was not previously 
defined. In response, applicant has amended claim 1 6 as follows: 

A carton blank comprising: 

a first sheet of material comprising an inner surface and an 
oppositely disposed outer surface; 

said first sheet of material comprising a plurality of outer edges 
defining an outer periphery of said first sheet of material; 

said first sheet of material having a length defined between two 
of said outer edges of said first sheet of material; 

said first sheet of material having a width defined by another two 
of said outer edges of said first sheet of material, said width being 
perpendicular to said length; 
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a second sheet of pteatte material covering a portion of said 
outer surface of said first sheet of material, said second sheet of 
material being formed of a plastic material : 

said second sheet of ptestte material comprising a plurality of 
outer edges defining an outer periphery of said second sheet of ptestte 
material; 

said second sheet of ptesttc material having a length defined 
between two of said outer edges of said second sheet of plastic 
material; 

said second sheet of plastte material having a width defined by 
another two of said edges of said second sheet of ptesttc material, said 
width of said second sheet of ptesttc material being perpendicular to 
j said length of said second sheet of ptesttc material; 

wherein said length of said first sheet of material is equal to said 
length of said second sheet of pfastfe material; and 

wherein said width of said first sheet of material is greater than 
I said width of said second sheet of pl astie material. 

Accordingly, claim 16 now refers to a "first sheet of materiar and a 
"second sheet of material" in what is believed to be a clear and definite 
manner. Dependent claims 1 6, 19, 21 , 22 and 24 have also been amended 
herein to provide consistency with the amendments to claim 16. 

II. Claims 25*30 

Claims 25-30, drawn to a non-elected invention, are canceled herein 
without prejudice or disclaimer with respect to applicant's right to re-present 
these claims in a continuing application.
